Instead, every freshman will be 
required to enroll for the course. 
At th*- end bf a three-week trial 
period, those considered proficient 
In compositlqh will enter advanced 
sections where they will concen- 
trate on that phase of the work.

High standards Required 
Promotion /to advanced sections 
will be based on three themes 
Written during the first three 
Weeks of the term. A high stand- 
ard of work will be exacted for 
promotion, Bement stated, and the 
judgment of instructors as to 
ability of students will weigh 
heavily In selections. \ 

These selections will be made 
this week for the first advanced 
courses, Bement said. 

These broad revisions were made 
primarily as an aid to writing. 
Those already proficient in funda- 
mentals will be well grounded after 
completing the required one semes- 
ter, and more thorough training 
In writing will be given all fresh- 
men In the full-year course. 

More Com position Needed 
About 75 per cent of approxi- 
mately 1,000 freshmen English stu- 
dents are expected to enroll next 
year In one of the sophomore 
courses In American, English, or 
European literature, which makes 
It necessary that more composition 
work be given the first year, Be- 
ment explained.

present at j last Friday’s address toy 
Dr, Lin Yutang on the Sino-Japqn- 
ese “conflict", with this observer, 
disappointed with the distinguished 
commentator's analysis? 

As the dally papers have reported, 
his remarks were nominally divided 
into the causes of the conflict, the 
prospects of the struggle, and what 
America can do about It. 

Dacisiva Victory Japan's Only Chanca; 
China Dapands on Protractad War 
With Dr. Lin's statement of the 
two last aspects, there can be no 
quarrel. Certainly it is generally 
accepted that, as he pointed out, a 
quick decisive victory would be the 
only Japanese triumph; a gruelling 
protracted series Of trench maneuv- 
er# is the military hope of the Chin- 
ese Republic; and, equally clearjy, 
the only possible outcome pf the 
hostilities is ruin and exhaustion 
for both of the belligerents; even 
if no more wide-spread disaster re- 
sults from the intervention of other 
powers. Nor was his stand on a 
position for America, a denunciation 
of extreme isolationism and a plea 
for assistance to beleaguered China 
in all modes short of war, incom- 
patible with reason. 

|>UT it was for an exposition of 
" his first point, the causes of 
undeclared war, that more than 
1,006 sincere persons had come to 
hear this foremost interpreter of 
things Chinese. The members of 
the audience had come to expect 
from Dr. Lin, on (the basis of his 
penetrating works, an objective in- 
tellectual, examination of the forces, 
especially the economic and social 
forces, underlying the struggle. 
Perhaps more than any other con- 
temporary. Lin Yutang Is able to 
render the .factors of the Oriental 
ethos understandable to the Occi- 
dental.

No— they (as well as 
we) may never be workers in a steel mill, a textile factory’, or a coal 
mine -workers to be massacred for wanting a decent wage. They, as 
we. are fortunate. They, as well as we, do not live In a company house, 
on company land. In a feudal company manor. They, as well as we. are< 
In college— In Intellectual Isolation— and we all wear clean starched collars 
and neat fine suits. 

Let lt he not misunderstood, those 
on the Left, Right, and Center do 
not demand 3,000 leaders ih society 
—but we do demand 3,000 citizens 
who ceuld not/ be fooled by the Ku 
Klux Klan. or the Vigilantes; by 
lobby-praters, by specious calls .to 
patriotism, by specious cries against 
minimum wage-maximum ho Ur leg- 
islation. by cries of.

If not, lt la a govern- 
ment for doing good, for activity, 
for expressing the wishes of the 
many. 

That government In the world 
beyond G street we know is not 
divine. It is for the minds of men 
to use and build according to their 
needs. But a nation of gawkers Is 
not a democracy.

The Left Meets With the 
Irresponsibility of the Press 

^AST week The Hatchet editorially discussed some aspects 

of the responsibility of the press. This week we find in 
en event on our own campus an example of the irresponsibility 
of the press. 

The demonstration was provided by an article printed in 
The Washington Post of Wednesday purporting to report the 
Left Party convention of the previous evening. The first para- 
graph of the story read: 

The "Left" Party of George Washington Univer- 
sity’s Student Union last night decided it was against 
Justice Hugo Black in the Supreme Court squabble, 
but then changed its mind and, after a stormy session, 
voted approval of President Roosevelt's court reform 
program in its entirety. 

The name of Justice Black yras not mentioned in the entire 
convention, and there was no discussion whatever of his ap- 
pointment. The Party did approve the completion of the aim# 
of President Roosevelt s court program. 

The smug tone of complacency which fairly bristled through- 
out the article was probably enough to make anyone see "red. M 
More important, the story throughout was factually incorrect 
as wall as misleading. Whether it is significant or not that 
such a small and unimportant item is dishonestly handled may 
be judged from the attitude of The Post towards the Roosevelt 
Administration, and more pointedly, to the Bleck case.

3. THE ADVERTISER — Comparable to 
the event to the news departments of 
The Hatchet is the advertiser to the 
business departments. The advertising 
agent meets the prospective advertiser 
in his office, tells of the advantages of 
Hatchet advertising, its circulation, its 
reputation, and signs him up for so 
many column inches of advertising. 


S. EDITORIAL CONFERENCE — Whan 
major stores are in, administrative 
editors meet with the editor to decide 
upon the issue's layout, cuts, and fee* 
tures. The editor, who has met in *d» 
vance with the busines manager to 
check the advertising layout end decide 
on the number of pages, reviews layouts 
for each page, approves pictures, and 
discusses with his associates problems 
which have come up in handling of the 
news, and. administration of The Hatchet. 


I. THE WRITING— To The Hatchet 
offices goes the reporter to write his 
•tory. Here he has art hand files ef 
The Hatchet, The Handbook, and The 
Cherry Tree for background material., 
His copy goes to the news editor (in 
betkoround) for preliminary editing. 
Headline sise is marked and the eopy 
Is sent to the copy desk for careful 
editing afcd headlines. 


4. ADVERTISING CONFERENCE — In 
The Hatchet office, t the business manager 
meets with his advertising staff, review* 
contracts, lays out ads, discusses adver- 
tising campaign plans. The business 
manager, after checking all ads, con* 
suits with the editor and decides the 
number of pages for the issue. He then 
lays out the ads in dummy forms of the 
pages and sends the copy to the com- 
posing room. 


COPY, offer being edited, copyread, end headlined, is now in form to be sent to the composing 


room. 


I. MAKE UP— Under the direction of an editor, the type 
is pieced in farms according to tha lay-outs decided upon 
by tha editors. In tha modern process used by The 
Hatchet, pll type in the forms are sat on slugs. No sepa- 
rata pieces of type, as common a few years ago, are used. 
Pictures are reproduced by means of line ongrevings. / 


I. mALLcT-rKvJUr*— The "slugs” of type ere pieced in a 
trey, inked, and e proof made celled the "galley proof". 
This Is reed eerefwlfy end checked with the original copy. 
Corrections in e fine ef type, because the line is one piece 
of metal, necessitates the re-setting of the entire line. 
Headlines ere else set by the use of a special machine 


4. TYPESETTING — In on# solid line, or 
*'slug" as it is called, the type that 
carries the news to the reader is set. 
Irass matrices bear tha molds of each 
latter of tho alphabet in bold, italic, 
and roman type. These matrices are 
carried in the megannes scan an this 
machine in thn upper right of the pic- 
ture. They ere operated from the type- 
wri tor-lik* keyboard: When enough te 
make one tine is in the machine, thev 
•re automatically put into e mold one 
hot lead squirted into them. They come 
•ut et e solid line ef type with ne 
danger of e letter feHIhg eat ef piece. 


9. PAGE-PROOF—When the entire 
form haS| been filled with typo, the peg# 
is reedy far proofing. This is run by 
hand on e special proof-press end the 
resulting copy checked for errors, of 
meko-up, headlines, end to be sure 
galley proof corrections ere made. 


10. STEREOTYPING-After the page 
has baan revised and epprovad, it is 
sant to tha staraotyper to be converted 
from its flat farm to e one-piece curvd 
mete| plate for use on e high-speed 
rotary press. The form is pieced on e 
special pressure-pren (left-hand picture) 
end e piece of specially-prepared card- 
board plecd on top of it. As the form 
end card board 90 under e roller 
eierting e pressure of 2,000 pounds to 
the square inch, the imprint of the type 
is forced into the cardboard. The re- 
sult Is •'flexible mold. It is trimmed end 
placed in e curved mold end filled with 
hot lead. After trimming end shaving 
(right-hand picture) it is reedy to be 
pieced on the press. Two sets of each 
page era made.

“To make ourselves effective 
for the protection of Democracy 
we cannot stand alone, we must 
not be isolated,” William Goody- 
koontz, keynoter of the Left p^rty 
convention, warned members of 
the party last /Tuesday. 


William C. Gausmann, chairman 
of the Union's election committee, 
outlined the following rules for the 
elections Thursday a|nd Friday: 

1. Each party shall, upon the 
conclusion of Union elections, 
file with the elections commit- 
tee a detailed account of re- 
ceipts and expenditures be- 
tween Sept. 15 and Oct. 10. The 
committee will examine these 
accounts and should.it find any 
receipts from improper sources 
or expenditures for improper- 
purposes shall publish its find- 
ings and recommend action to 
the Executive Council. 

2. All 'party literature must be

Acheson, a teacher in the econom- 
ics department, leveled criticisms 
at the economic gystem stating, "|t 
is not for us tonight Jo dwell upon ‘ 
the joys and privileges of the left. 
They are too well khown— thesev 
\ hippy pastimes oft banker-baiting 
and s*uffed-shirt debating, and yoU 
are in most excellent company in 
their pursuit. 

Left's Obligations 
'There are other quest ions," the 
speaker pointed out, "which con- 
front us as' leftists, We have obll- 
N gatlons, and it is possible we are 
shirking them. It Is folly today 
to say the United States faces a 
revolutionary situation. Revolu- 
tions and wap Involve compulsions, 
today we have obligations. It Is 
shirking, at this time, to fall back 
on a utopian philosophy. While a 
revolution can be plotted, no one 
I can plan one. and the most Success- 
' ful revolutions never accomplish 
what the planners sought, bijt 
something else.” 

Declaring the obligations of the 
left are four, the speaker said, "It 
is useless and Intellectually coward- 
ly to mouth the Marxian theory of 
value. You must know 1 the institu- 
tion you attack. 

Be Critical * 

"Be far more critical of the Left 
than of the Right— be informed of 
tha Right. The most dangerous to 
the Left are fh* disciples who swal- 
low everything of a slightly pink- 
ish hue without question. 

"We are called the type that j 
wants to make America over before 
breakfast— but at lefest we want to 
make America over. We should 
counteract that charge, and I sug- 
gest that you immediately learn 
practical politics. Diva into politics 
— American politics. 

Tt is our obligation to be stead- 
fast — outmoded, I know, but I mean 
exactly that. By devotion to the 
Left I do not mean devotion to a 
dogma. Instead, a prejudice, If you 
pleafce; a prejudice toward aome 
large fundamentals. / 

"Econojnlc pressure," the speaker 
concluded. "Is continually making 
breaches In the walls' of privilege. 
Be in there with, both hands swing- 
ing. If you can't make America 
over before breakfast, don’t, for the 
f love of anything you do love, be- 
grudge a few hours In the fore- 
noon.’

Both Alabama and 
Arkansas have scheduled games 
with G. W., and since the Razor- 
baclfs were the Southwest Confer- 
ence Champions last year, and Ala-

Starting last Spring a new type 
of college chronicle was inaugurat- 
ed., Old headlines were completely 
abandoned, modern fonts of type 
were purchased by The Hatchet 
printers, and a period of renais- 
sance was under way. 

As a chronicler of events news, 
and almost every conceivable field 
of information In which students 
of the University are interested, it 
is the business of a college news- 
paper to catch and show things as 
they occur in response to a Uni- 
versity-wide demand fcT such. This 
was made clear by the new editors 
some time ago when a broader, 
more comprehensive student and 
faculty expression mediums were 
put into progress. 

No, it cannot be denied, the paper 
has gone forward in the last three 
decades and it is the , belief of 
most everyone it will follow the 
same trend ia the future, especially 
If that atmosphere of romance, that 
certain kind of glamour that has 
an unextingulshlble appeal to col- 
lege journalists searching for a vo- 
cation continues.
